Harvesters Must 
Observe Labor Law 


` MIAMI—"Contractors and crew 
leaders who engage'migrant fam- 
ilies for Florida's annual vegetable 
and fruit harvests need to know 
the child-labor requirements of the 
Fair Labor Standards. Act,". Rufus 
L. Stokes said here today. 

Stokes is manager of the Wage- 
and-Hour and Public Contracts 
Divisions field office at Room 219, 
Carlaine Building, 12490 N. E. 7th 
Avenue, Miami. He supervises en- 
forcement of the Federal child- 
labor laws in 11 counties in East 


| Central Florida. 


"It is equally important that the 
head of every migrant family un- 
derstand the Federal law," Stokes 
pointed out. "It applies in all 
statés and prohibits employment of 
children under 16 years of age dur- 
ing-hours when local schools are in 
session. It provides severe penal- 
ties for, wilful violations." 

Stokes noted that some family 
groups had signed for harvest work 
when the recruiting teams paid 
their annual visit to Pahokee on 
Monday. 

Representatives from local Em- 
ployment. Service offices. distribut- 
ed folders entitled "Child Labor in 
Agriculture” to many employers at 
that time. These explain the law 
and set out ways in which to com- 
ply. Stokes said that his office had 
additional copies of the folder. 
They will be mailed on request.
